At the Pendleton Coun¬ 
ty Board of Adjustments 
(PCBA) meeting on June 
17, a request for a condi¬ 
tional use permit was pre¬ 
sented by Angie and Steve 
Braun, managers of the 
Best Case Farm LLC in 
McKinneysburg. There are 
several parcels that make 
up the farm totaling about 
1,300 acres owned by Mike 
Stough. The request was to 
operate this privately- 
owned land, which is cur¬ 
rently used for farming and 
hunting by friends of the 
owner, as a business. Busi¬ 
ness activities would 
include guided commercial 
hunting, trophy hunting in 
some cases, with cabin 
rental and outdoor wed¬ 
dings and recreational 
events such as family 
reunions, church picnics 
etc. The property is cur¬ 
rently zoned rural. The pro¬ 
posed conditional use 
request is in compliance 
with the counties compre¬ 
hensive plan. For a look at 
the property in question 
one can go to: www.best- 
casefarm.com. 

Early on in the presen¬ 
tation Ms. Braun dropped 
the wedding/events portion 
of the request for the 129 


acre parcel on the north end 
of Shields Road, stating, 
this parcel would only be 
used for hunting. As this 
was a public hearing com¬ 
ments were presented by 
residents who live in the 
vicinity of the Best Case 
Farm. Those concerns 
included: increased traffic 
caused by the increased 
business, safety concerns 
regarding weapons being 
discharged in such close 
proximity to other land 
owners, and concerns about 
noise from the weddings 
and other events in the area 
of some private homes. 
Many of these concerns 
were eased when the 
Shields road property was 
removed from the request. 

Following all comments 
Ed Stahl made a motion to 
approve all of the parcels 
as requested by the appli¬ 
cant for commercial hunt¬ 
ing purposes. The com¬ 
mercial hunting shall con¬ 
sist of no more than six 
deer hunts per year, six 
turkey hunts per year, and 
30 upland bird hunts per 
year. The cabin rental shall 
be approved as submitted 
for three cottages on the 
Lucy's Farm Road proper¬ 
ty.

There are usually at 
least two ways to view 
things, from the crowded 
street or from the balcony.

As 
she says it “I see how it 
works from Frankfort to 
the classroom.” Griffin 
comes to her new position 
from a world of experi¬ 
ence. A graduate of Pend¬ 
leton County High School 
in 1983, she attended 
Morehead State University 
(MSU) from 1983-85 
where she worked toward 
her degree in elementary 
education. As the wife of 
Tom Griffin since 1986 
and mother of their two 
daughters Chelsea and 
Bradie, she brings the per¬ 
spective of a parent as well 
who has lived and worked 
in Falmouth for most of 
her life, with the exception 
of a short stay in Dublin, 



Georgia from 1987-90. 

Griffin took a job as an 
aid at Northern Elementa¬ 
ry School (NES) in 1997 
and then in 1999 returned 
to Northern Kentucky Uni¬ 
versity to complete her 
degree and certification in 
elementary education. She 
returned to NES in 2001 to 
start teaching fourth grade 
right in the midst of the 
Kentucky Education 
Reform Act (KARA) 
which called for portfolios 
as part of the writing 
demands for those nine 
year old children. Griffin 
later became a math spe¬ 


cialist and during those 
years of teaching she also 
served on the Site Based 
Council at Sharp Middle 
School. Also, during those 
years of teaching, she 
served on the Pendleton 
County Recreation Com¬ 
mission. In 2008 feeling 
the need to be more 
involved with her family, 
Griffin resigned her posi¬ 
tion at NES. 

It would seem that this 
balcony view has been in 
the making since 1983 
when Griffin began her 
studies at MSU. Her per¬ 
spective has grown out of 
her experiences as a classi¬ 
fied employee, a certified 
employee, a member of 
site base, attending school 
board meetings while a 
teacher, and serving on the 
recreation commission. All 
this while seeing the 
school system through the 
eyes of a parent. So, when 
Mark Ross passed away 
she began to think seri¬ 
ously about running for the 
school board. Once her 
family agreed she felt she 
could move ahead with her 
idea to run. In April she 
began attending school 
board meetings again. 


Now, having been success¬ 
ful in this first stage of the 
process, being appointed 
to the school board by the 
commissioner of educa¬ 
tion, Griffin must prove 
her salt on the board and in 
elections this November 
and next November 2016 
as well. This is all part of 
the law, the requirements 
to secure her seat on the 
board. 

As stated above, Grif¬ 
fin believes that she has a 
sense of how it works from 
Frankfort to the classroom. 
Further she believes that 
most, if not all the people 
along the way are working 
in the best interest of the 
children. As Griffin stated, 
“While teaching it was not 
about us teachers but about 
the children, and attending 
those board meetings as a 
teacher I began to under¬ 
stand how and why the 
board's decisions were 
made, that laws came 
down from Frankfort and 
the schools had to abide by 
them.” 

Griffin says she has no 
personal agenda, no ax to 
grind, she just wants to see 
her grandchildren have a

Senator Schroder’s Legislative update 



There was a major 
announcement regarding 
funding for heroin-related 
programs by Governor Bes- 
hear. The announcement 
coincided with the Interim 
Joint Committee on Judi¬ 
ciary, during which Justice 
Cabinet Secretary Michael 
Brown testified how the 
$10 million would be dis¬ 
tributed. 

During the meeting, I 
raised the point that North¬ 
ern Kentucky was ground 
zero of the heroin epidemic 
and needed funding quick¬ 
ly and should be priori¬ 
tized. Just as funds go to a 
specific area after a natural 
disaster to meet that need, 
so should this be focused to 
the areas hardest hit. Unfor¬ 
tunately, this is not how the 
funds will be allotted, 
according to testimony. I 
intend to stay on top of this 
issue and do all I can to 
make sure Northern Ken¬ 
tucky is a priority to receive 
all the tools available as we 
fight our way out of the 
plight of heroin addiction. 

In other legislative news, 
June 24 is the date that 
most legislation passed in 
2015 will become effective.

Distracted driving 
affects everyone 


We live in a world with 
information readily available 
at our fingertips 24/7. While 
this is a great convenience, it 
can be dangerous if you are 
behind the wheel. 

According to the U.S. 
Department of Transporta¬ 
tion, at any given second in 
the United States, an esti¬ 
mated 660,000 people are 
driving while using a cell 
phone or manipulating an 
electronic device. In 2012, 
over 3,000 people died and 
around 420,000 more were 
injured in automobile acci¬ 
dents involving a distracted 
driver. 

Distracted driving 
includes any action that takes 
your eyes off the road. While 
distracted driving includes 
everything from cell phone 
use to grooming, texting is 
considered the most danger¬ 
ous act by far. When a person 
is texting, it requires visual, 
manual and cognitive atten¬ 
tion. 

In Kentucky, it is against 
the law for drivers to text 
while behind the wheel. The 
state has also banned all cell 
phone use for novice drivers 
and bus drivers. 


Even if you’re not 
responding or composing a 
text, reading one can be just 
as dangerous. It takes the 
average person five seconds 
to read a text message. Dur¬ 
ing that five seconds, if the 
person is driving 33 miles per 
hour, they could drive the 
length of a football field 
without paying attention to 
the road and traffic around 
them. 

The best way to prevent 
distracted driving is not to 
do it and encourage your 
family members and friends 
to limit their cell phone 
usage while they are driving. 
If you are tempted, turn your 
cell phone off when you get 
in the driver’s seat or put it in 
a compartment in your vehi¬ 
cle that you can’t reach. 

If you are a parent of a 
beginning driver, remind 
them that if a cop finds them 
texting or talking while 
behind the wheel, it could 
delay them getting their 
license or cause their license 
to be suspended.

Avoiding soil compaction 


Gardening season is in 
full force. It’s a good time to 
think about the soil in your 
garden plots and beds. Soil 
compaction creates an 
unfriendly growing envi¬ 
ronment for plants and is a 
serious problem for many 
home gardeners. But don’t 
worry, it is relatively easy to 
prevent. 

Compaction transforms 
soil into a difficult environ¬ 
ment for plant growth by 
making it harder for roots, 
water to penetrate the soil. 
Major causes of compac¬ 
tion are working the soil 
when it is too wet, foot traf¬ 
fic and excessive rototiller 


use. 

To reduce this problem, 
avoid working in the gar¬ 
den or walking in it when 
the soil is too wet. Squeeze 
a handful of soil and if it 
forms a muddy ball, rather 
than crumbling when you 
open your hand, that’s a 
sign the soil is too wet to 
work. 


Walk between plants and 
rows in the garden area to 
reduce compaction in pri¬ 
mary plant growth areas. 

Excessive rototiller use 
destroys soil structure and 
promotes compaction. 
When compaction takes 
place in a dense soil struc¬ 
ture, it also makes root 
growth more difficult. 

A little hand hoeing, 
rather than a rototiller, may 
be all you need to do to 
eliminate a few weeds. It 
usually causes less soil dam¬ 
age than repeated rototill- 
ing and is less harmful to 
the earthworms that help 
aerate the soil. 

You also can use mulch 
to control weeds instead of 
tilling. Layering mulch 2 to 
3 inches deep relieves the 
pressure of walking on the 
soil, reducing the degree of 
compaction.

Food Bank Seeks “ugly” produce 


Kentucky farmers have 
an opportunity to recover 
losses for their unmarketable 
produce this growing season 
while helping their neigh¬ 
bors in need. Through the 
Farm to Food Banks pro¬ 
gram, the Kentucky Associa¬ 
tion of Food Banks pays 
farmers just below wholesale 
prices for produce that 
would not otherwise be sold 
because of cosmetic imper¬ 
fections. 

“It might be a zucchini 
that is fatter on one end than 
the other or a tomato that is 
smaller than standard gro¬ 
cery store packaging” said 
Angie Allman, Program 
Coordinator. “We help cover 
a farmer’s costs of harvest¬ 
packaging and deliver-

mg to food banks produce 
that would otherwise go to 
waste in the field.” 

The produce is distrib¬ 
uted to low-income Ken¬ 


tuckians across the 
through the food bank net¬ 
work. The Association con¬ 
nects farmers with either a 
regional food bank distribu¬ 
tion center or a local food 
pantry, depending on the 
amount of produc 
able. 

In 2014, the Farms to 
Food Banks program bene- 
fitted struggling families in 
all 120 Kentucky counties 
by distributing enough pro¬ 
duce to fill half a plate full of 
fruits and vegetables for 4.8 
million meals. The produce 
came from 370 Kentucky 
farmers in 66 counties who 
received an average payment 
of $1,450 for the produce 
they provided. Ten Ken¬ 
tucky farmers received over 
$10,000 in 2014. 

The need for food assis¬ 
tance remains high in Ken¬ 
tucky. 1 in 6 Kentuckians is 
food insecure, which means 


they lack consistent access to 
enough nutritious food for 
an active, healthy life, 
according to data from Feed¬ 
ing America, the nation’s 
largest hunger-relief organi¬ 
zation. 

Thanks to an appropria¬ 
tion from the Kentucky 
General Assembly, the Ken¬ 
tucky Department of Agri¬ 
culture will provide a 
$600,000 grant for the pro¬ 
gram this summer. Kentucky 
taxpayers also supported the 
program through donations 
made via their 2014 income 
tax return. Other private 
funders include Farm Credit 
Mid-America, S.L. Gimbel 
Foundation Advised Fund, 
Grainger Foundation, E.O. 
Robinson Mountain Fund, 
Team Food Chain and Yum! 
Brands Foundation.
